and berwixt the Ranks, when the ends of their Pikes come well-nigh 
to the heels of them that march before, And the meaſure of 3 foot 
betwixt the files 15, when their elbows touch one another;betwxt the 
Ranks,when they come to touch the ends of one anothers Rapiers. 

For to march in the field, the diſtance of 3 toot from file to file is 
kept, and of 6 foot from Rank to Rank. bod |

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Sergeant (or when the body is great, ſomeother Officer) muſt ſtand, 
to whom the Musketiers are to come up before they preſent,and give 
fire, firſt, the firit Rank. AnJ whileſt the firſt gives fire, the ſecond 
R ank keep their Muskers cloſe to theirRefts,and their pans guarded, 
and aſToon asthe firſt are taln away the ſecond pieſently preſent,and 
give fire, and fall afrerthem. . 

Now aſloon as the firſt two Ranks do move from their places in 
the front : The two Ranks next them muſt unſhoulder their Muſ-- 
kets, and make ready, ſo as they may advance forward ten paces as 
before; afloon as ever the two firſt Ranks are faln away;and are to do 
in all points as the former, And all the other Ranks through the 
whole diviſion muſt do the ſame by two's, one after another. 


eA manier there ts to give fireretyrirg from an enemy, and is performed 
after this ſort, 


As the Troop marcheth, the hindermoſt rank of all, keeping ſtill 
with the Troop, is.ro make ready,and being ready, the Souldiers in 
that rank turnall together to the right hand and give fire, marching 
preſently away a good round pace to the front,and there place them- 
ſelves in rank rogether juſt betore rhe front : As ſoon as the firſt rank 
turys to give fire, the rank next makes ready,and doth as the former, 
and ſo the reſt. 

We give fite by the flanks thus. Theuppermoſt file next the Ene« 
mie muſt be commanded ro make ready , marching till along with 
the body, till ſuch time; as they be ready, and thei they turn to the 
right, or left hand(according to the ſight of their enemies either upon 
the rishr, or left flank )and give fire all rogether. When they have 
diſcharged, the bringerup leads awayand at twice firing over he rc- 
duceth thein. Now as ſoon as the foreſaid file doth turn to give fire, 
the uttermoſt next it makes ready , alwayes keeping along with the 
body till the Bringer- «p be paſt a lirtle beyond the Leader of that file, 
that gave fire Jaſt ; and then the whole file muſt turn , and give fire, 
and do in all points as the firſt did, and ſothe reſt one after the other. 
A Sergeant, or if the body be great, ſome other better qualified Officer 
muſt ſtand at the head of the farlt file, and afloon as the ſecond file 
hath given fire, and hathcharged, he 1s to lead forward the firſt file 
_ = ſecond hje, 2 and = - the =_ one.2fter another, till he hath 
gathcred up again the whole wing, and then he 15to joyn them again 
mequall fron withthe pikes.. N » 

Laſt - 
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Laſt of all, the Body or whole wing of Musketiers makes ready 
all cogether, and the firſt ravk without advancing gives fire in the 
place they ſtand in, and ſpecdily, as may be, yer orderly tals away, all 
the ranks doing the ſame ſucceſſively one after another.

The ordey and Diſcipline holden in the Horſc-troops, or in 
the Cavalry, 

The Cavalry hath for his Chief the Gznerall, the Liertenant Ge- 
nerall, and the Commiſſary generall. 

Tothe {avalry there is a Quarter-maſter genera!l , and a Provoſt 
generall belonging ; the Juſtice reſorteth to the Counc.:ll generall of 
watTte of the Armie. 

The Gavalry is of two ſorts : Harquebuſirrs and Curaſſiers. 

The ficſt have for detenlive Armes, the Cwrace piſtoll proof, anda 
I;ght head-peece. For offenſive, the (arbine of 3. foot, 3. inches 
length, and the bore of 20 bullets in the pound 3 and Pifols like unto 
the Cnraſſters. 

T he Caraſſicrs have for defenſive Arms a compleat Armour , the 
(«race Piſtoll proof. For offenſive, two Piſtols having the barrell of 
26. inches in length, and the bore of 36. builers in the pound. 

For the order in Regiments, the 40. Companies entertained by 
the Statesdo make 11. Regiments. 

The Regiment of the Generall hath alwayes the Vantguard , the 
others alternatively and by turns, and he that hath ir this day , the 
next day after hath the Recre, the reſt following in the ſame ſort, 

Thoſe which command the Regiments are cal.cd Coroxels, The 
Regiments are compounded of 3. or 4. Companies (ot 3 at the leaſt 
and the Coronels Company marcherh alwayes on the left wing of 
the Regunent. 

The Captains receive orders from their Coronels, as theſe from 


- the Commiſlary Generall. 


All the Companies are divided in 3 equall parts, which are called 
Squadrons, and diſtributed torhe 3 chiet Otfcers 3 Captain , Cornet 
and Lieutenant , having cach of them adjoyned an old Souldicr, 
which they do know to be of more deſert, called a Corporall. 

Marching in the ficld, every Officer marcheth at the h:ad of his 
Squadron, the Licurcnant excepted, white matrcheth behud wa

the Quartermaſter; andthe third Corporall at the head of the Licu- 
tenants Squadron. 

The Companies are divided by files, and ranks, the file 5 deep, and 


no more, how ſtrong ſoever the Company be. 


They obſerve that in marching in battell they muſt be cloſe toge- , 


ther, and to do the' Motion; there mult be 6 toor diſtance from one 
Horſeman to another. | 

The Companies being in battcll, there muſt be 25. paces diſtance 
left berween every Companie, and 5o betwixt every Regiment at 
the leaſt,

Likewiſe there muſt be two forts of diſtances betwixt the ranks; 

the Cloſe, which muſt be withour interyall or ſtreet ; and the Open, 
— which-muſt be ſix foot diſtance. | 

Ina march it muſt be underſtood, that the ranks muſt neyer be 
more opened, than the open diſtanceot 6 foot. 

And to thecndthat the Troop may marctrin good order, and ob- 
ferye well their diſtance betwoxerhe ranks, withour that the laſt may 
be forced ro nut or go too faſt, there muſt be heetaken, that ſo ſoon 
as the firſt ranks begin ro march, all the Troop and the Reare alſo 


march.

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you intend to exerciſe them; it you have time enough, you may 
cauſe the file-leaders, C orporals or Serieants, tounftrutt them n che Po- 
ftures and trne «/ing of their Arms, Wherein having ſpent (omerime, 
ro the benefit of the Company ; upon the firlt /ammons of the Drum, 
each file-leader with his file, is ro march into his place, The Captain (or 
other Commanarr ) being at the head of his Company, commands them 
to ever their Ranks, and to ſtraiten th:ir Pik's , and ſtand in their order 
both in rank, and file, If your Enſigne be nor alrerdy in the field, bur in 
ſome place ncer at hand ; then cauſe your two innermoſt files of pikes 
toadvance: commanding a Serieant with a Dram.to troopthem along 
to the place of Rendezvorx, there to fetch their Colours. If the place be 
not nigh at hand, take as many files of Mrs -rtiers, Having brought 
the £nfigne tothe head of the Pikes, cach file returns into his piacey 
the Officers likewiſe, withdrawing their ſeverall /ari-zs. Silence being 
commanded; the (aptai»(or other (ommanader)begins firſt to inſtruct 
the Soxldiers in the (everall diſtances, berwixt 747% an file , with the 
wayecs to open and cloſe rothem! Andit he think fic, to inſtrult them 
in the ſeverall «es of each «farce. 

Next after d;fance, they are to be inſtruſted in the facixgs, then in 
the dowblings ; nexs, inthe Coontermarchesz and laſtly, inthe wheeling, 
In cach of which they areto be inſtrudted, according io the opportu- 
nitie of the time and place : but, eſpecially 15 the capacity of the Soul- 
dicr to be obſerved, Wherein, the Caprain may do very weil, in cach 
of the motion; to lay down fome (peciall rules and ob/crvations ; by 
which the Souldier may the better underſtand what he is to do, and 
how (the beſt way) ro periorm it. 

After the motions encled, let them prepare tor «kirmih, And firſt 
you may caufe them to give fire with forlorne files, marching torth 20. 
paces ior thereabours ) betore the f/6nr. Having all fired over that way 
they may give fire onse over, by advancing two ranks together, ten pa- 
ces before the frone. Then let them give fire, even with the front, and 
then with the ta/f-fil-s : the Pikes po:t.ng or charg1.38, according to 
diſcretion. 


The Pikes being advanced, and the Musketiers marched up, 
even with their front ; you may either face about, wheel about, or coun- 
termarch, and ſo give fire inthe reere.Y our Pikes then being ſponldered, 
and your Mu:ketiers having fired over in the reere,”you may ( if you 
AF pleaſe) wheel your flanks intothe front, and fo charge Pikes to the 
, reere, Which done, wheel your frort into the misft ; paſſe inco your 
lace, and face them to you, Then( it you will ) you may paſle your 
Miners of the /cf+ flank, through between the r4»ks of Pikes, and 
place them next tothe right flak of Pikes, opening the right flaxk of 
Musketiers, to give them way. Then let the Pikes oulder, and Mu(- 
ketiers give fire tothe right, upon a march : their leaders leading them 
up between the Pikes and their own diviſions of Musketiers.
